Kaddatz has been engaged in survey­ 
ing the bottom of Lake Michigan olf 
the entrance to Milwaukee harbor. 
A t one place the boat was sunk 
in 
what afterward proved to be a depres­ 
sion in the bottom. 
Supposing that 
the ground was comparatively level, 
Mr. liaddatz ordered the craft ahead, 
when suddenly she thrust her pointed 
prow into a submarine bank. 
As the 
vessel was moving at a speed of four 
miles an hour, the shock was quite se­ 
vere. 
The boat was stuck fast, and it 
was only after half an hour of the 
vigorous use of the propeller that she 
was loosened. 
The same day they 
were caught by sticky clay three miles 
from the entrance of the harbor. The 
occupanU of the boat were 
caught 
much longer than before. 
Fortu­ 
nately no injury was done to the ma­ 
chinery, and the trouble was caused 
by permitting the vessel to rest too 
heavily on sticky clay. 
Finally the 
boat succeeded in lifting itself clear 
of the dangerous bed. 
The surveys 
which have been made with the sub­ 
marine boat liave amply demonstrated 
its usefulness.

Higginsville, said to a 8t. 
Louis 
Poft-Dispatch reporter : 
“ Soon after the legislature had 
passed the act authorizing a trans­ 
fer of the Confederate home to the 
state and agreeing to provide for 
it, the executive 
committee of the 
Confederate Home association met 
in St. Louis to execute a deed to 
the state iu accordance with the 
act, which w'as done. 
“ In the deed, as the law 
pro­ 
vided, there was a reservation of a 
small 
tract, two and a 
fraction 
acres, 1 believe, which had 
been 
marked off for 
a 
cemetery 
and 


U i 5c d U R Rlicll. 
“ A t ih. o meeting the executive 
committee, 
iving first authorized 
the conveyai ce of the home to the 
state, passed a m* olution directing 
a deed to the land reserved for the 
cemeierv to be made to the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy of M is­ 
souri. 
This action was doubtless 
in recognition of the taut that the 
D. O. C. had contributed a large 
proportion t>f the money that had 
gone to build and equip the home, 
and it was supposed vhey would bet­ 
ter see to it tiial the cemetery wnis 
better taken care of than the Con­ 
federate veterans theniseives. 
“ A t all 
events, w h a t e v e r the 
reason, that was what they did, or, 
rather, what they resolved to do. 
Our association 
appointed 
Mrs. 
Louis llouck, Mrs. M. K. Bowen 
and se v e ra l others trustees, to whom 
the deed should be made. 
“ A t the time this resolution was 
adopted no such organizition as 
the U. D. C. was in this state. 
“ For some reason, no deed was 
ever made to us. 
1 have under­ 
stood they concluded, upon reilec- 
tion, that it would be better for 
the original Confederate Home as­ 
sociation to retain the title. 
They 
soothed us by telling us that we 
were also members of the Home 
association and had as much right 
to attend its meetings and direct 
its course as they had. 
A t all 
events, we never got the deed they 
promised us, although we had ac­ 
cepted their proposal by appoint­ 
ing trustees coinpelent lo hold the 
title. 
“ One of the objects of our asso­ 
ciation, as declared in the consti­ 
tution, is to take care of the ITig- 
ginsville cemetery. 
I have a copy 
of the constitution here and will 
re d you what it says : 
‘Also we 
accept the Confederate cemetery at 
Higginsville, Mo. , and assume the 
care and maintenance of same in 
proper manner. ’ 
Our constitution 
abo 
pledges 
us to 
assist in the 
building of a monument in the Con­ 
federate ceme-ery at Springfield, 
‘at a cost of not less than $5, 000, ’ 
and that is to be our first work. 
“ W e are not pledged to contrib­ 
ute . 15, 000 to the Springfield cem­ 
etery, though we Hope to do so, 
but our pledge is to assist in the 
construction of a monument there 
that is to cost not less than that 
sum. W e already have over $4, 000 
in our treasury, which is available 
for this purpose, and, with the 
mo»ey the men have raised and 
are raiding, we hope to have the 
Springfield monument 
built and 
dedicated within a year. 
“ W e have 
been at 
all times 
ready to fulfill our pledge in caring 
for the Higginsville cemetery, and 
no fear need be entertained that 
the graves of our soldiers at H ig ­ 
ginsville will be neglected by us. *’
